PROCEEDINGS 


FIRST DAY—Morning Session 

St. Petersburg, Florida, March 8, 1939. 

The thirty-ninth session of the Central Florida Annual Confer¬ 
ence of the A, M. E. church convened with Bethel A. M. E. church, 
Wednesday morning, 9:30 o'clock, Bishop Henry Y. Tookes, D.D., 
LL.D,, bishop of the 11th Episcopal district, preskiing. Rev. M. D, 
Potter, presiding elder of the St. Petersburg district, lined hymn 
No. 295 S. M., “And Are We Yet Alive, To See Each Other's Face”, 
Dr. E. J. Jackson, presiding elder of the Ft. Myers district, offered 
prayer. 

Rev S W. Richardson led in singing hymn No. 604, “Am I A 
Soldier Of The Cross”. Dr. C. £. Long, presiding elder of the Tam¬ 
pa district, read the scripmre lesson, St. Luke 10th chapter; Dr. 
C. S. Long lined Hymn 284 S.M., “I Love Thy Kingdom Lord,” sung 
by the conference. 

Bishop Tookes stated that we are gathered to open the 39th 
session of the Central Florida Conference, and that this would be 
an epoch-making session, that the A. M. E. Church for 150 years 
has pushed itself forward. 

He again had the conference to sing hymn No. 284 in the 
Methodist tune with Christian fervor, and presented Rev. J. R. 
Richardson, pastor, Arcadia station to preach the annual sermon, 
he sang hymn No. 605, “Guide Me, O Thou Great Jehovah”. Test, 
Hebrews 12:2, “Looking unto Jesus the author and finishsr of our 
faith, who for the joy that was set before him endured the cross, 
despising the shame, and is set down at the right hand of the 
throne of God”. Subject, “The Cross and The Throne”. At the 
dose of the message Rev. A. W. Smith led in singing, “Dear Lord 
Hold My Hand”. The Holy communion was consecrated and ad¬ 
ministered by the bishop and presiding elders, singing, “There Is 
A Fountain Filled With Blood” and “What He Has Done For Me”. 
Bishop Tookes stated that you cannot run the A. M. E. church 
dry, we must have the fire and Holy spirit. The bishop proceeded 
with the organization: Revs. H. McNeal Harris, R. D. Nimmons, E. 
T. Kelley, were elected chief, recording and statistical secretaries, 
respectively. 

The bishop explained that the correct way to make a motion is 
to address the chair, and when recognized, say, “I mo vs thus and so 
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to be”. Reporters elected: Revs. J. D. Washington, Christian Re* 
corder; G. P. Pierce, Southern Christian Recorder; F. D, Hall, secular 
press. Motioned and carried, Rev. R. W. Whitehurst be the con¬ 
ference accountant. The bishop introduced the following visitors: 
Drs. J. G. Robinson, editor of the A. M. E. Review; C. A. Gibbs, 
presiding elder of the N. Jacksonville district; A. P. Pcstell, candi¬ 
date for the bishopric; J. W. Williams, whom the bishop referred to 
as the minister who gave him his first license to preach; T. P. Du- 
hart, presiding elder, South Jacksonville district; W. F. Foster, pre¬ 
siding elder, West Jacksonville district; G. N. Collins, South confer¬ 
ence delegate to the General Conference; R. B. Brookins, presiding 
elder, W. P. Beach district; S. H. Savage, pastor, Payne Chapel, W.

We, your committee on Temperance, beg leave to submit the fol¬ 
lowing report: ... 

When we consult Webster’s dictionary for a definition of the 
word, “Temperance”, we find the following: (1) Habitual moderation 
in the indulgence of the appetite and passion; (2) Abstinence from 
the use of intoxicants; (3) Self-control and calmness. 

Though we have above mentioned, yet we are confirming the 
report to the abstainence from intoxicants and self-control for four 
reasons: (1), as it relates to health—a struggle for health should 
be main’s chief object, but no one can have a strong and heal thy 
body who is a habitual drunkard. . 

Plato, one of the great Greek writers, in one of his best known 
books, “The Republic”, and the purpose of the book was to provide 
for the health of the race, and he looked upon luxury, idleness, dissi¬ 
pation and intemperance as the chief sources of physical ills and 
unhappiness. He said he noticed the folk would do anything to 
cure themselves of their ills, but would not stop doing the thing 
that caused their ill health. ... , , 

In a recent report of the SIGNAL, a weekly paper published by 
the WCTU, that three-fourths of all automobile wrecks were caused 
by those who were driving under the influence of l 1( luor an ^ + 
three-fourths of them were between the ages of 20 and 30 and that 
women as well as men and most all crimes could be traced to drink- 
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ing and habitual drinking* had much to do with insanity. And after 
making a test it was found that folk under the influence cf whiskey 
could not think as readily as those who were not. 

Now, for this cause, the A. M. E, church must lift up a stand¬ 
ard for the people by fighting this evil and that our motto be that of 
the song: “Cold water is a cup that cheers, away, away. The bold 
old alcohol is king of tears away, away; united in a Temperance 
Band we'll join in heart, we'll join in hand to drive the demon from 
our land, away, away”.
